The ſucceſs the Prince of Salerno met with in his 
embaſſy greatly encreaſed his credit amongſt the 
Neapolitans, but entirely ruined him with the Vice- 


roy, who left nothing unturned to make. the Em- 


peror jealous of the great deference the people 
ſhewed Ferrante, from which he inferred the moſt 
dangerous conſequences. He ſo much exaſperated 
the Emperor againſt the Prince of Salerno, that 
Ferrante, finding there was no longer any ſecurity 
for him in Naples, and having in vain applyed 
to gain an audience of the Emperor, | retired to 
Rome and renounced his allegiance to. Charles V. 

Bernardo Taſſo would not abandon his patron in 

his ill fortune, neither would he leave his fon in 
a country where he was ſoon to be declared an ene- 
my; and foreſeeing he ſhould never be able to 
return thither, he took young T orquato with him 
to Rome. 

As ſoon as the 8 of the Prince of Salerno 
was known, he, and all his adherents, were de- 
clared rebels to the ſtate; and, what may ſeem very 
extraordinary, Torquato Taſſs, though Y nine years 
of age, was included by name in Tat. ſentence.

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Bernardo following the Prince of Salerno into France 
committed his ſon to the care of his friend and re- 
lation Mauritio Calanto, a perſon of great ability, 
who aſſiduouſly cultivated the early diſpoſition of 
bis pupil to Polite Literature. After the death of 
Sanſeverino, which happened in three or four years, 
Bernardo returned into Italy, and engaged in the 
ſervice of Guglielmo Gonzaga Duke of Mantua, Who 
had given him a preſſing invitation. It was not 
long before he received the melancholy news of 
the deceaſe of his wife Portia: This event de- 
termined him to ſend for his ſon,, that they might 
be a mutual ſupport to each other in their afflic- 
tion. He had left him at Rome, becauſe his reſi- 
d in that city was highly agreeable to his 
mother, but that reaſon now ceaſing, he was re- 
ſolved to be no longer deprived of the ſociety of 
the only child he had left; for his wife, before her 
death, had married his daughter 1 to Martio . | 
a gentleman of Sorrento.

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Cornelia ſoon made him uneaſy in this ſituation. He 


left his friend Mauritio Cataneo one evening, with-

with ſome ſhepherds : the next morning, diſguiſ- 
ing himſelf in- the. habit of one of thoſe people, 
he continued his way, and in four days time reach- 
ed Gaieta almoſt ſpent with fatigue ; here he em- 


barked on board a veſſel, bound for Sorrento, at 


which place he arrived in ſafety the next day. He 
entered the city and. went directly to his ſiſter's 
houſe: ſhe was a widow, and the two ſons, ſhe 
had by her huſband, being at that time abſent, Taſſo 
found her with only ſome of her female atten- 


dants. He advanced towards her, without diſ- 


covering himſelf, and pretending he came with 
news from her brother, gave her a letter which 


he had prepared for that purpoſe. This let- 


ter informed her that her brother's life was in great 
danger, and that he begged her to make uſe of all 
the intereſt her tenderneſs might ſuggeſt to her, in 


order to procure letters of recommendation ſrom 


ſome powerful perſon to avert the threatened miſ- 
fortune. For further particulars of the affair, ſhe 
was referred to the meſſenger who brought her 
this intelligence. The lady, terrified at the news, 
earneſtly entreated him to give her a detail of her 
Brother's misfortune. The feigned meſſenger then 
ve her ſo intereſting. an account of the pretended 
try, that, unable to contain her affliction, ſhe 


fainted away.  Toſo was ſenbly touched at this 


convincing proof of his Giſter's affection, and re- 
pented that he had gone ſo far: he began to com- 
fort her, and, removing her fears by little and lit-

Fe continued not Tong 
in this. repoſe before he received repeated letters 
from the Princeſs Lebnora of Este, Who was ac- 
quainted with the place of His retreat, to return to 
Ferrara: he reſolved to obey the ſummons, and 
took leave of his ſiſter,” telling her he was going 
to return à voluntary priſoner. In his way he 
paſſed through Rome, where having been detained 
ſome time with a dangerous fever, he- repaired 
from thence to Ferrara, in company with Gale, 
/ Embaſſador from the Duke to the Pope. 
Concerning the motive of Taſſo's return 10 Far- 
rare, Authors do not altogether agree: ſome de- 
clare that, ſoon wearied of living in obſcurity, and 
growing impatient to retrieve the Duke's favour, 
he had reſolved; of his own accord, to throw him-

mY probable that he returned to Ferrara at the parti- 
w cular injunction of Leonora.
